Approxi- 
mately 300 personal letter, in addition to three circular to congrega- 
tional societies were written during the year. :

I am most happy to report an increase in the number of Societies 


in all three organizations, and each organization had an increase in

There are now 35 Women’s Societies with an active membership 
of 749. Twenty-two Young Women’s Societies with an active mem- 
bership of 348, and 28 Light Brigades with an active membership of 
1322, making a total of 85 societies with a total membership of 2419. 

During the year we gained one Women’s Society at Columbus. 
We are sorry to report the loss of one Young Woman’s Society, but 
we are glad to report four new societies, one each at Hooper, Daven- 
ps Spencer and Grand Island. In the Light Brigade we report the 
oss of one society and the gain of four, one each at Benedict, South 
Sioux City, Bancroft Mission in Omaha, and Stamford. We should 
all feel very grateful for these new organizations. , 

As Statistician I am happy to say that I heard from every So- 
ciety but one. This means that there were several hundred women who 
must have interested themselves to some extent in seeing that their 
report was properly filled out.

This will be the largest number of 
Seniors to graduate in the history of the College. There are 42 Jun- 
iors, 5 less than last year; 73 Sophomores, 7 more than last year; 104

last year. This tabulation shows 13 less enrolled this year as com- 
pared to last in the College Department. In the matter of percentage, 
a decline of 5%.

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THE BUDGET 


This has been a matter of t concern to the President, Bus- 
iness Manager and Treasurer who have spent considerable time at- 
tempting to discover a way to make it balance. At a meeting of the 
Church College Presidents held at York, Nebraska, it was decided to 
make a budget on the basis of a 20% decrease in student enrollment 
next September. On this basis, and counting the same percentage 
of payment from Synods and Boards of the church that has obtain- 
ed the past year, the budget fails to balance by $30,000. Several plans 
have been suggested as a means of balancing the budget. One plan 
is to dismiss six faculty and staff members. Another plan is to re- 


tain them, and cut the salaries by 30% more making a total cut of — 


50%. A third plan is to dismiss three staff members, cut the budget 
20% and reduce every activity to a paying basis. 


THE PRESENT FINANCIAL CONDITION 

Salaries have been paid to the first of March. There are outstand- 
ing bills to the amount of approximately $10,000. There is not much 
likelihood of being able to pay the March, April and May salaries. 
Students are considerably delinquent in tuition payments, many who 
have borrowed from the College cannot pay the interest on mortgages. 
The Board of Education has reduced its appropriation 50%, and sever- 
al checks were returned because of the closing of the Franklin Nation- 
al Bank in Philadelphia. An estimate was made for a committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the assets and liabilities of the College. 
The College is owed about $80,000 from various sources. The College 
could settle all obligations up to the first of June for approximately 
$30,000. The College is not bankrupt, it cannot collect. Mention 
- should be made here of the fine co-operation on the part of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 40 men spent considerable time for a week, at- 
tempting to make collections on delinquent pledges to the amount of 
$15,000 in the city of Fremont. They were able to secure about $400. 
Many business men who had made pledges agreed to permit faculty 
members to trade out the amount of their delinquencies. This plan 
has been pursued for some time by our business manager, Mr. Wood. 
and wherever possible exchanges have been made. 

| CONCLUSION 

The serious question in the mind of the Board and the Adminis- 
trator of the College is with regard to the interest of the pastors and 
congregation in church schools, and the necessity of higher education, 
and the value of colleges and seminaries in the life of the church. 
Should we try to carry the burden, or should we close them and look to 
the state to educate our young people? Is the church college a luxury 


that in time of stress we should do without?

The Board 
of American Missions has had a shortage in receipts since 1929, and 
the salaries of all missionaries were reduced by 10% beginning Jan- 
uary 1, 1933. During the month of April, 50% of the missionaries’ 
salaries: were paid by the Board. 


Because of this serious shrinkage in the receipts of the Board. 
the expenditures had to be curtailed. Accordingly, the Board adopt- 
ed the following general rule effective May 1, 1933. This action was 
— in order that the Board might avoid incurring any burdensome 

ts. 


“All pastors receiving salaries exceeding $900 without parsonage 
from sources other than our Board, and al] pastors receiving $600 and 
parsonage provided from sources other than our Board will for the 
present receive no further allotments. It is understood that this ac- 
tion is a temporary measure made necessary by the present emerg- 
eney. As soon as the benevolent funds of the Church make it pos-

Mendenhall, W. T. Kahse, W. C. Heidenreich and C. B. Harman; lay, 
Messrs. M. G. Leamer, Gus Prestegaard, J. Fred Smith, M. Christen- 
sen, and J. F. Johnson. Nine of these delegates were present at ev- 
ery session, Mr, Prestegaard having wired us at Philadelphia that he 
would not attend. 

The delegates are especially impressed with the prominent part 
our great Church had in laying the foundations of our national govern- 
ment; with the fact that, while the strength of our Church is in the 
east as to her institutions, numbers and history, we are considered one 
great body and that her work and interests in all sections receive due 
consideration and her representatives proper courtesy; with the spirit 
in which the present financial stress had been accepted and dealt with 
in interpretation and in actuality by conservation, combination and 
elimination, especially as to her boards and committees; with the 

reat good that evidently resulted from the discussions on and the 

position of all matters that came before the convention, giving the 

assurance that clergy and laymen alike were sincerely devoted to the 
work of the Church in behalf of the Kingdom of God. 

We offer recommendations on four items: 

1. Ministerial Pensions and Relief. 


Believing that the investigation and harmonious settlement of the 
matter (See Minutes of the Eighth Biennial Convention, pages 388- 
390 and 406) resulted in good to the cause and to all the interests of 
the Church, in that every board was brought to realize the sacredness 
of the funds for current expenses and for endowment given to them 
by i.

A careful analysis of the reports received reveals much careless- 
ness and indifference in the answering of questions. This apparently 
‘is the result of the poor condition of the records of pastors. Informa- 
tion does not seem to be readily available. Pastors are not informed 
as to the condition of their own churches. Naturally when reports

‘ The attendance at worship services seems to be about stationary. 


15 report increases, 16 stationary and 15 decreases. The evening 


service seems to be supplanted by the Luther League Devotional Meet- 


ing. Very few mid-week services are reported. The Festival Seasons, 


especially the major festivals and others that fall on Sunday are 


generally observed. 

Family Worship is not observed extensively. Young people’s 
work is not emphasized in the reports but the questions are of such a 
nature that no worth-while information is given. 

The Brotherhood is considered a successful organization in 8 
congregations, a partial success in 4 congregations and not a success 
in 2 congregations. | 
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Our pastors are stressing Catechization but are no longer stress- 
ing the two-year course. | 

Church records seem to be meager and incomplete. More care is 
being exercised in the filing of records and providing a safe place for 
important papers. 

Most of the reports are not encouraging in the matter of finances. 
Pastor’s salaries are not paid regularly in many instances. In spite 
of these trying times pastors and congregations are willingly and 
cheerfully cooperating as they make sacrifices in order to keep the 
church moving forward. 
_ This report is brief, yet sufficient, because the State of our Church 
has not changed materially in the past year. The committee in summ- 
ing up this report would say we have not progressed but have just 


“marked time.”
